None of the survivors 
wore landed until after 1 o'clock, and at a 
ate hour there was still much doubt as to 
ho number of those lost. 
J. L. Munscll, one of the passengers on 
he City of Chester, says ho helped to cut 
away ODD of tho boats, and that the crew 
losertcd the passengers and -pnly thought 
f saving themselves. 
On the Oceanic »ie Chinese crow bocame 
error-stricken as soon as the acc'dent oc- 
curred, and much time was lost in lowering 
he boats, but still tlin boats, when they 
wore lowered, did good work picking 
up those who were floating In tho 
•ay and sustaining themselves on bits of 
wreckage. One Chinaman showed great 
>ravory by jumping into the sea from the 
deck of the Oceanic and rescuing a child 
'rom tho arms of a drowning man and 
floating with it until picked up by a boat. 
When the Chester finally sank one of her 
guards caught a boat with seven people In 
t, four of whom hnd just been rescued, 
md all were pulled unilor water.

WHO THEY ARE AND HOW THEY 


ACQUIRED WEALTH. 


Ken Who Bare Walked the MM* Hi 


ble Path* of Ufa, bnt Am Now Tnml- 
Inj the EMT W»yi of Opalaue and 
Luxniy.

ST. Louis, Aug. U.—8t Loutehu ite share 


of rich people like every other large com 
munity—people who are considered by their 
neighbors to have enormoni fortunes. It is 
a noticeable fact, though, that therearo com- 
paratively few people here who would be 
looked upon as extremely wealthy in any 
other of the great cities of the United States. 
The millionaire is not what he was ia this 
country; in fact, the millionaire is now 
rather commonplace, and a man who wishes 
to attract attention by the site of his fortune 
must pass the million mark several times, 
was standing in the lobby of a New York 
hotel not lon£ ago. The clerk, who had lived 
in St. Louis a few years before, handed me a 
St. Louis telegram wanting to know who 
this man was who asked for a suite of rooms. 
I looked at the signature and it was that o: 
the richest man in St. Louia Such is fame 


Two reasons which I think in part account 


for the absence of great accumulated wealth 
hi St. Louis ore the age of the city and the 
absence of the speculative fever here. 8t 
Louis was built up so many years ago that 
the fortunes of its founders have been dlv 
ded and sub-divided through successive gon 
erationa. {Tone of the great fortunes have 
been kept intact. They hare been frittera 
away by children, grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren. In other cities the presence 
of the fever for speculation in grain, In real 
estate and in other speculative articles, builds 
up fortunes as it tears them down. St. Louis 
people ore inclined to enjoy the possession ol 
their wealth without risking it; a fortunate 
thing for many of the people, an unfortunate 
thing for tho city. 


There ore many rich men in St Louis, 


though, and some whose method of accnmula 
ting recently acquired wealth is interesting. 


The wealthiest man in the city of St. Louis 


Is John T. Davis, of the firm of Samuel C 
Davis & Co., wholesale dealers In dry goods 
Hr. Davis comes of a Boston family. His 
father was a shrewd business man, who, b; 
good Investments, laid the foundation fo; 
the groat fortune which his son owns today 
Mr. Davis' wealth is variously estimated, the 
figures ranging from (15,000,000 to *20,000, 
000. 
The former figure ia probably cearos 


the truth. Mr. Davis has over *1,000,000 in 
his dry goods business. 
The building in 


which his business is done and the ground on 
wbicb that building stands are worth proba 
bly $000,000. In addition to this property 
Mr. Davis owns real estate in both the bus) 
ness and residence sections of St. Louis and 
great deal of improved property in Boston 
and Chicago. Mr. Davis is a director In 
local banking and other corporations and 
large owner of stocks and bonds. In ap- 
pearance the richest man in St. Louis does 
not give an impression of extreme wealth 
He is of medium height, with strong, clean 
cut features, a rnustacho just turning gray 
close cropped over a firm mouth, and close 
cut hair of dark color, lighted up with gray 
Ho dresses well, but very quietly, and hi 
manner is unassuming, though firm am 
business like. Mr. Davis lives in a very 
largo house on Lucas place, formerly the 
fashionable residence street of the city. Hi 
has a family, buf they entertain very little 
and seem to find their chief enjoyment in 
traveling. 


The second wealthiest man in tho city o 


fit. Louis until his death last summer was 
Gerard B. Allen. He came to St. Louis 
many years ago, without money and withou 
fnendb. He embarked in the iron business 
in a small way. His business increased from 
year to year, until ho om*ed tho lorges 
foundry in St. Louis. The war found him 
with a large stock on hand, the value o: 
which was enhanced with the breaking ou 
of hostilities. As his profits accumulate 
Mr. Allen invested them carefully, one of his 
llrat purchases being an interest in the 
Anchor lino of steamboats. The Anchor 
line came into full control of the southern 
rirer trade from St. Louis, and the dividends 
on tho stock were many and large. Mr. AI 
len's stock » as generally believed to approx 
iinato that of Mr. Duns, but on his death i 
was found that his estate would not realize 
more thnn $5,000,000. 
Mr. Allen's open 


buu.lfl generosity was, no doubt accountable 
tor tho duilcit. Most of the estate of Mr. AI 
len wont to his son, George Allen, who thus 
beiMnia one of the richest men in St. Louis 
George Allen lacks many of his father's 
traits, notably Ins kindly courtesy. He 
ia a 
man of medium height, with 


full 
beard ot dark brown. His man 


ner is rather bluff. Mr. Allen's father belt 
a controlling interest in the stock of The Re- 
publican, now The Republic, of this city 
but since bis death the control of the pape 
has passed again into the hands of the Knap] 
family. Mr. Allen lives with his family in 
the large double stone mansion which his 
father built some years ago on Chestnut am 
Twenty-eighth streets. 


Another inherited fortune was that of th 


Moffltt family. One of the original settlers 
of St. Louis was a Chonteau. From th 
Chonteau family Mrs. Maffltt Is descendei 
and from this family she inherited most o 
her wealth.

ings are rich, but ite appearance is cold, an 
gloomy. It is seldom opened for entertain 
ments of any kind.

fortunate Investments in tho stock of success- 
ful corporations like tho Chicago and Alto 
railroad, tho Madison County ferry, the Si 
Louis Transfer company and the Locled 
Gaslight company. Ho is one of the rulin 
spirits in those concerns today. He also own 
government bonds in large amounts, ant 
great tracts of farming land in Illinois, 
well as quantities, of improved real estate in 
Chicago. 


The Thomas Allen estate was divided intc 


several fat slices some years ago. Its value 
was over {3,600,000, money accumulated i 
the purchase, operation and subsequent sal 
to Jay Gould of tho Iron Mountain railroac 
now port of the Missouri Pacific system. 
Russell Allen and George W. Allen are ml 
lionolres. Both of them are largely inter 
ested in the Southern hotel George Allen i 
president of the city council, and a probab] 
candidate for mayor. 


Oliver A. Hart is one of tlw obscure rich 


men of St. Louis. Ho is worth about $3,000, 
000, made by fortunate investments in gas 
and railroad stocks. He occupies a house on 
Lncas placo, and attracts less attention than 
many a »1,000 clerk.

Locis' millionaires fa Henry Shaw. Very

Inc a Tidt to Bb»w% garden, which is «Wd to 
oontam one of the finest botanical collections 
In tba country. Ur. Shaw ia a very old 
gentleman who lives in the boose which he 
bat occupied for years in what is.now the 
heart of the retail business section of the city. 
In addition to establishing Shaw's garden, 
Ur. Shaw presented to the city many yean 
ago Tower Grove park, a beautiful drive- 
way, bordered with exquisite specimens of 
the artistic work of the landscape gardener. 
Ur. Shaw is universally respected and loved, 
which ia something unique for a millionaire. 
His wealth, represented principally by real 
estate, amount* to about $2,500,000. 


' There ore three tobacco millionaires in St 
Louis—Daniel Catlin, John E. Liggett and 
George a Myers. Each of them is worth 
about 13,500,000, made in the manufacture of 
chewing tobacco. Their efforts principally 
have made St. Louis second only to New 
York in the manufacture of chewing to- 
bacco. 


Probably the most interesting, because the 


most [recently created, of St. fouls million- 
aires ore the bonanza kings so called—the 
little group of men who have suddenly grown 
wealthy through investments in mining 
stocks. The pioneers in mining among these 
new made millionaires were Charles McLure 
and Charles Clark. Mr. HcLure married 
Mr. Clark's sister, which accounts for the 
close relationship between the men. Neither 
of them was very successful in fit,"Louis, 
and they went west a few years ago to try 
their fortunes in the silver fields of Montana. 
'White working for some St. Louis people 
they came across a promising claim in Deer 
Lodge county, and they proceeded to locate 
it and christened it the Granite Mountain. 
Some St. Louis capitalists were induced to 
put In money for development work, which 
was begun immediately. After various ro- 
mantic experiences with their claim Clark 
and MoLure developed it into a real bo- 
nanza. It bos paid $4,700,000 in dividends 
to date and the mine is still worth $24,000,- 
000, figured on the market quotation of the 
stock. Ur. MoLuro is the largest owner of 
stock. His holding is worth about $2,000,- 
000. 
He also owns on interest estimated at 


11,600,000 in value in a mine adjoining called 
the Bi-Uetallic. Mr. Clark in worth almost 
as much as Mr. McLure. - Most of the Gran- 
ite Mountain stock is in his wife's name. 


S. M. Rumsey, the president of the Gran- 


ite Mountain, and his brother, Moses Rum- 
sey, are worth about $3,000,000 each, made 
in mining' stocks. 


Louis Duestrow is an extremely unique 


millionaire. He is worth about $1,750,000 
and less than a year ago he was working for 
a St. Louis insurance company for $150 a 
month'. Long after his graduation as mil- 
lionaire he continued to go about his daily 
work and draw his $150 a mouth, well earned. 
Ho made most of his money in Granite Mouni 
tain. 


Mre. Graco Voile January inherited 


$1,000,000 in Granite Mountain stock from her 
husband. She has another fortune inherited 
from her father, whose estate was estimated 
worth $3,500,000. Mrs. January is young 
and handsome and she might marry one of 
any number of foreign titles, but she prefers 
to remain an American. 


The Collier estate, which is under tbo man- 


agement of a son-in-law of the late Mr. Col- 
lier—E. A. Hitchcock—is worth about 
{3,000,000. 


A well known St. Louis millionaire is 


Adolpbns Busch, the head of the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing association. 
Ho is the 


wealthiest of the wealthy St. Louis brewers, 
hie fortune being estimated at $1,500,000. He 
receives $75,000 a year for managing the 
interests of tho big brewery, and ho drinks 
more champagne than beer, Ho usually 
travels in a special car, and ho enjoys all 
that money con afford wherever ho goes. 


Another St. Louis millionaire of national 


reputation is H. C. Kerens, Mr. Elaine's par- 
ticular friend. Mr. Kerens helped manage 
tho Blaiuo campaign of four years ago, and 
he was among the most confident of Mr. 
Elaine's friends in the Chicago convention. 
Mr. Kerens is worth about 81,500,000, in- 
vested largely in western railroad stocks. 


There arc many millionaires in St. Louis, 


and many more whoso wealth exceeds a mil- 
lion whom I have not mentioned, bnt they 
are for the most part men little- known out- 
side of the community in which they live. 


GEORGE GBANTDAM BAIN. 


Wonderful Old Von ftfoUIcc. 


One otthe most notable of tho wonderful 


old meiT"of Germany is Von Moltko. Wo 
could learn a lesson or two from tho Germans 
concerning the value of men. In the United 
States a man is shelved at 70. When lie has 
reached that age in tho Gorman empire it is 
assumed that his faculties havo reached their 
fullest development, and that his wisdom will 
then be of the highest value to the state. At 
all events, ho is lifted to power and im- 
portance and the reins of government lio in 
his hands to the very lost. AlthouRh Von 
Uoltke Is nearly 88 years of age, ho is as ac- 
tive as though but 40. Very often in Berlin I 
walked up to the war office after breakfast, 
just for the pleasure of seeing the old 
marshal go to work. Them «as always a 
little crowd around the door waiting for a 
glance at the famous commander, and when 
he jumped out of his carriage and walked 
briskly into the building that is known as the 
brain of the army, buuuiso all tlie planning 
of that great organization goes on there, he 
usually walked between two lines of people. 


He smiled with invariable good nature at 


the crowd, and occasionally stopped to kiss 
the ruddy cheek of a child if its mother 
pushed it forward for that honor. Then he 
trotted into the office, and half an hour later 
could be seen hurrying along the corridor 
with his bands full of bngo official looking 
papers, as hard at work as though he bad not 
earned a rest by so many years of toil Like 
tho sturdy old emperor, Bismarck, Blnmen- 
thal and the rest of those wondeVf ul old 
men, 


Von Moltke rises at 7 in the morning, retires 
early at night, sleeps on a hard camp bed- 
stead, eats little and drinks less. This mili- 
tary regimen undoubtedly has much to do 
with the amazing vigor which they all show. 
To speak ot a man of 80 as "old" in Berlin is 
to cause a general sensation of surprise, pity 
and indignation. In our judgment of men 
we are not so wise as tho subjects of William 
U.—Blakely Hall in New York Bun.

First Gathering of the Qarver 


Family at Oakland tatk— 


456 Descendants. 


The first annual reunion of the Garver 


family, whose original head came from 
Switzerland about 1730 and* spoke the 
German language, is in progress to-day 
at Oakland Park with a large number of 
members and friends in attendance to 
partake ot the picnic dinner and ex- 
change greetings. 
The Carvers are 


among the earliest pioneers ot Macon 
county, Uncle David Garver coming here 
in 1840. He and hie brothers and their 
children are among the prominent hus- 
bandmen of the county and their connec- 
tions are numerous, extending into Piatt, 
DeWitt, Sangamon and other counties 
members of the families living in Kansas 
and other states. 
About 150 persons 


were at the Park at one o'clock. David 
Garver, this city, is president of the 
association, and John G. Keller, of Mon- 
iicello, secretary. Secretary Keller has 
prepared a sketch of the family, from 
which the following interesting conden- 
sation is made: 


Jacob Gerber, the original ancestor of 


ihe family in America, came to what is at 
present known as Lancaster, in Lancas- 
,er county, Fa., and purchased a large 
estate from the proceeds of his father's 
estate, which had been settled in Swit- 
zerland, his native country, which he left 
about 1730. Jacob Gerber's descen- 
dants were John, Samuel, Jacob and 
Saucy. Of this family Jacob Gerber is 
the only one noticed, because among his 
children is the father of the Garvere who 
iret came to Illinois. His family were 
tohn, Felix, Abraham, Christian, Lizzie 
and Mary, Christian Garver married an 


glieh woman, and she wrote the record 


of the family in the Bible, changing the 
'amily name from Gerber to Garver, both 
>emg pronounced alike in German. 
Christian Garver moved from .Lancaster 
10 Dauphin county, where he bought a 
arm and died. Ho was the father of the 
inginal Garvers of Macon county, 111, 
[?hey are John, Jacob, David, Samuel, 
Christian, Elizabeth, Nancy, Rachel and 
Jarbora Garver. 


Of the family, of which David Garver 


s the only living member, now nearly 
80, John, Jacob and David formed what 
is known as the Garver settlement in 
ilacon county, near Decatur, about 50 
years ago. The Bites, Eummells and 
part of the Epplers came about the same 
lime.

At one end of the hall on tk>-second floor 


is a linen closet separate from all of the 
rooms.1 If a furnace were not used. in. thta 
house the bath room would bo warmed by a 
dram from tho kitchen rtove. The pipe would 
continue upward through the attic and into 
the kitchen fine. It is best, of course, to use 
ofurnace. It Is the most economical, if one 
expects to warm the entire building. 


As to the cost of this building and appur- 


tenances. It is under construction at the 
present time In one state in six slightly vary- 
ing forms and at a cost ranging from tifOO 
to 13,000 for the building In the case of the 
tl^OO building the plan Is square. There are 
DO projections on the dining room side or in 
front on the reception room Bide. There are 
two grates down stairs and one above. There 
is no outside cellar stairway, as in the plan 
Shown. The sitting room and dining room 
are each 13 feet 6 Inches by 16 feet The 
stairway does not come so far into the re- 
ception hall, and there is nothing In the space 
occupied by the den. The |8,000 bouse If fin- 
ished to hard wood, while the H,500 house Is 
finished in poplar and stained. The »1,MO In- 
cludes the cost of the building, cistern, gas 
piping and woodsheds It does not include 
mantels, plumbing apparatus, gas fixtures or 
furnooo, walks and fences. These would add 
about tTOO to the improvement. Ittbefurnace 
waa omitted there would be a saving of 
about »200 Ifalargebaseburner wereptooed 
in the reception room it would temper the 
entire bouse, and make heating by grates on 
the $ret floor entirely possible. In the case ot 
U»*3,000 building about »1,000 will be added 
for appurtenances as above named. Thecost 
of the building does not make much differ- 
euoa in the cost of these appurtenances, if 
they may be so called. la one case, where 
the building is being constructed for $2^00, 
then additions cost $900. Awl, as we have 
noticed, the additions to the «1,500 building 
cost $700. Those items ot plumbing, gas 
fixtures and mantels maybe moro or leu 
elastic, but If arranged In a first class man- 
ner and in complete form, the rouge of cost 
will be about as stated, tnollof these build- 
ings the attio Is floored. In all cases the 
space is lafge, and. If desirable, could be ar- 
ranged for rooms, which would be quite as 
large in airways, height ot ceilings and all, 
aa the rooms below.
